A Geranium 

by any other name * . . 

By ALLAN SEALE 

• If you are told that the plant you've been calling 
a geranium is really a pelargonium, don't feel too 
crushed. Broadly speaking, you are correct* 



PELARGONIUM, Erodium, 
Geranium are all genera be- 
longing to the geranium family 
(Geraniaccae) , so to call them all 
geraniums is no worse than calling a 
member of ihe familv Canaceae a 
cactus rather than by Lis generic name 
of Cereus T or Echinopsis, and so on. 

Certainlyt most of the fo-called 
geranium <; in our garden* are: tech- 
nically pelargoniums, but in geranium 
circle* they are grouped as follow*: 
HEGALS' OR REGAL 
PELARGONIUMS 
These are all varieties of the species 
Pelargonium grand iflorum. Moat have 
heads of delightful azalea-like flowers, 
often attractively ruffled. Foliage is more 1 
rigid than other species, often fluted and 
■lightly cupped, Stems are woody rather 
than fleshy 

Modem varieties are compact in 
growth, and flower freely from October 
to February. 

Flowers arc invariably blotched or 
feathered with dark, velvety maroon or 
chocolate. Another feature is the re- 
markable opalescent sheen of the petals.

la the popular geranium. Its 




flower comes in several thousand shapes, 
sizes, and forms, from liny singles to 
double giants, in every color toning 
except definite blue and yellow. 

These are all varieties of Pelargonium 
hortorum, and so are sometimes re- 
ferred to as Ho riorums. 

The foliage of this group is rounded, 
uso ally lobctl or slightly scalloped at 
the edges, and sometimes with the dark, 
horseshoe-shaped rone as the classifica- 
tion "zonal" implies, but this is not 
always the case. 

Stems are rather succulent and fleshy 
compared to other types. ZIonals are 
very free flowering, giving the greatest 
display from October to February, but 
sport occasional nowers at other times. 
IVY GERANIUMS 

This is an appropriate classification, 
as the plain, non-zoned foliage resembles 
ivy, and although not self-i linking, they 
have a twining or trailing habit, and 
lend themselves to training in any 
shape — over sunny walls and fences 
or spilling down embankments or from 
hanging baskets.

They arc very free flowering arid 
make an outstanding display, Although 
they do noi embrace (he tremendous 
color range of the Zonals, they do come 
in a variety of colors. Ivy geraniums 
belong to the species Pelargonium 
pcltatunv 

FANCY-LEAFED GERANIUMS 

These are grown far their attractivc 
foliage colors rather than their flowers. 
This group is divided Into several sec- 
tions — golden-bmna*, goldcn-lrin>l"i 
silver leafed, and silver-tricolor. Manv 
of these are varieties of Pelargonium 
hurtorum with very pronounced foliage 
zoning and are most vivid during the 
colder months of The year. 

There arc other species also grown 
(or their attractive foliage, such as 
variegated forms of Pelargonium 
trispum , P. grmveolesis. 
SCENTED-FOLIAGE GERANIUMS 

These embrace a number of species 
such a J P. dln»um, P. fragfitns, P. 
tomcntosum, ranging ffoin small foliage 
aboul Jin, across, as in the case of the 
first memtoned, to 5in. (P. romcmosum) 
And with perfumes mtmding pepper* 
mini, lemon, various spice aromas, 
apple, and rote. 

ASPECT 

Geraniums are not difficult to grow. 
Their main requirements are good 
drainage, a tunny, airy position, and a 
v nimbly, noi over-rich soil. 

Complete plant food* which rontain 
a good balance of potash as well ax 
nitrogen and phosphorus are prefer- 
able to such as blood and bone. 
PRUNING 

Keep the plants attractive and com- 
part hy pruning them back periodically. 
The usual pruning lime is in March, 
after the main flowering is over.

However, ihpre will be growths 
flowering earlier and much later than 
this, so occasional pruning may gp on 
over several months, Don't hesitate to 
cut leggy growth well down to at least 
half a* soon aa they have flowered. 

Then new growth U forced to cunte 
from near the base of the plant, making 
it compact. Otherwise, growth develops 
■I the top of the old item, which gradu- 
ally loses its foliage, leaving the plant 
unattractive. 

Use only a very sharp knife or good 
sharp secateurs to avoid bruising the 
seems. Cut just above a bud. If neces- 
sary, pinch hack new shoots to keep 
plants rani pact. Remove spent flowers. 
KEEP GERANIUMS YOUNG 

Geraniums pass their prime after the 
second year. Certainly Home old plants 
still flower attractively after a number 
of years, but the best practice is to 
strike new outings at pnuiing time and 
use these to replace ihc old plants. 

Select sturdy growths about 4-5in. 
long, trim off lower leaves, and cut 
them cleanly just below a leaf junction- 
Set two or three, nrtniy bedded to the 
depth of about 2Lm, around the edge 
of a 4 or Sin, pot, using a nuxture of 
2-3 rd sand and 1 -3rd peatmoss. 

If the soil is light, this method can 
be _ 

basf of the old plant. 

SPRAYING 

Rust is the disease most frequently 
encountered. The symptom* are circles 
of velvety brown spots on the underside 
of leaves, with pale bloiches above. 

Remove and burn badly infested 
leaves, and spray all geraniums in the 
vicinity with Zineb, Delan, or a com- 
plete fungicide containing cither. 

Spray with DDT or a complete pesti- 
cide if caterpillars are troublesome.

If early I9lh-eenrury examples, they are rare 
collector 1 ! pieces- I must add that the early 
examples have recessed bases. 1 am wondering 
whether your examples have this characteristic? 

Ti# figure of the girl in Turkish costume is 
probably Staffordshire porcelain and dates about 
183!* to 1 8+0. Thr* famous RocUngham worts 
also made similar figures in porcelain.

parts, with the upper leve] for the MuJIers' own use and the lower 
for when either their children ond grandchildren or guests come to 
stay, The walls of the house are of white concrete blocks, which 
form evenly spaced bays; the roof is of steel beams and timber covered 
wirh a I urn in rum roofing.

I T was one r>f Kate's most ironic little twists 
* that t should ever have been made responsible 
for Mrs, Campbell's well-being. She'd loomed large 
in my youth and my feelings toward her had veered 
from mild dislike io positive hatred.

At that time districts in London retained their 
individuality and were almost like villages; people 
shopped in the local high srTeet, attended (he local 
Church, knpis rheir neighbors hy sight and by refu- 
tation as well. 

Our neighborhood ua& riddled with rabid class- 
consciousness To he poor was to be suspect — and 
we were very poor, so therefore our behaviour must 
be absolutely beyond reproach. Taking in lodgers 
had pen bed us on the edge of a very slippery social 
slope and any one of us by a thoughtless act r even 
an ill-accented word, could topple the whole family 
headlong info perditiou. 

Mother was paihHi rally anxious that this should 
tvji happen, and she had a staunch ally in MtiL 
Campbell. Mrs. Campbell, not trusting either of the 
two maids she employed at that time, did much o{ 
her shopping herself, so she was often hi the High 
Street. She- had friends in many of the surround- 
ing streets, and when she was in her own home 
spent much time at her drawing-room window. 
Prop lie J a ugh nowadays about Big Brother watching, 
Mrs Campbell did our watching. 

Once the elastic which kept my school bat—a 
wide straw of the boater type — attached to my head 
broke. It was a windy day, w I carried the thing 
in my hand and walked home bareheaded, Mrs. 
Campbell saw me and duly reported to Mother, 
who save me a lecture about unladylike behaviour 
in the street, a lecture so Incoherent and involved 
that for some time 1 was at a loss to know exartly 
what I bad done to offend. 

I could list a hundred JUth small incidents, 
from my brother Jack, infamous fellow, kicking 
a ball along the pavement to the detriment of 
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the pajverc-by and of hh shoe*., Lo 
my tister Kitty being »*rn walking 
inn in arm with the cnnfectioneVi 
daughter, "A nice little girl I have 
no doubt, but 

All this wfti bud enough, but 
there wa* tomcthtng almost wont 
— the periodic invitation* for us 
In take tea in her house, lingly or 
in pairs, Mn Campbell neve] 
ruled asking the four of ui to- 
gether. 

Actually* to a child, Number 
Seventeen offered plenty t>t interf-st. 
Just inside the dour, for instance, 
in place of the usual ttand for 
alicrkj and umbrellas, there was an 
elephant's fool and abuul eighteen 
inches of leg, hollowed out, dried, 
turd as iron. It had. been brought 
home by Mn. Campbell's grand- 
father. An East India merchant, 
my dear, I expect you have learned

Campbell's next meeting with 
Mother, to the rharwr of bring man- 
iht-Ipsti and c-xLmvsgam. At iluu 
prriud. lo avoid such a charge, J 
would have consumed anything:
